Italians and Roumanians, who were mistaken 
for Greeks. __ 

The lawlessness lasted for three hours be- 
fore a semblance of quiet could be restored. 
The police gained control about 6 o' elock, but 
were unable to disperse the crowd which 
thronged the streets in the vicinity of where 
the trouble occurred, 

Every home and business place of the 
Greeks was under guard, and Chief Briggs 
of South Omaha had sent an appeal to 
Omaha for aid at this time. The authort- 
ties of the larger city refused after consider- 
ing their legal rights to supply this aid. It 
also was said that they feared.to take too 
large @ force out of this city, because of the 
danger of & spread of the disorders to the 
larger place. 


Mob Starts Out Anew. 


It was thought that the officers were in con- 
trol, but at 9 o’clock the mob had gath- 
ered again and it renewed its attack. The 
first disorder was at Thirtieth and Q streets, 
where the rioters smashed in the plate glass 
front of a Greek grocery store. 

The prorpietor, Dionisios Catapodis, and 
his family were in the rear of the store and 
as the husband came out he received a shot 
in the leg. A squad of officers reached the 
place in a few minutes and succeeded in get- 
ting the wounded man to the police station in 
an automobile by stealth: 

A moment later the fire department was 
called to Thirty-second and Q streets, where 
the mob had set fire to a Greek grocery 
and residence. The rioters beat two of the 
Greeks into unconsciousness and started 
downtown with the third, beating him as they 
went. The police succeeded in getting the 
man away from the crowd and took all three 
of the injured men to the station. 


Home of Thirty Burned. 


At 9 o'clock the fire department was called 
to Twenty-cighth and R streets, where a 
large two story double frame building was 
in flames. Thirty Greeks had been quartered 
in the place, but all are believed to have 
escaped. The building was entirely de- 
stroyed, however. The besieged Greeke de- 
fended themselves with firearms, with which 
they apparently were all equipped. They 
fired a fusillade out of the windows, one shot 
hitting Charles Hstroyl in the head, It was 
this scrimmage which undoubtedly enraged 
the crowd into setting fire to the building. 

By this time the crowd had begun to ap- 
pease ite wrath end began to partially dis- 
perse.. However, several hundred of the 
riot ers continved to surge up and down Q

Jack Sailing Home. 


Fort Monroe, Va., Feb. 21.—The returning 
battleship: fleet reached the southern drin 


grounds fifty miles off the Virginia capes . 


early today and the battleship Connecticut 
was in constant wireless communication 
throughout the afternoon. Tonight the fleet 
is ninety miles southeast of Cape Henry in 
line of squadrons. 

The fleet at 5 o'clock tomorrow morning 
will get under way in order to maké the 
capes by 10 o’clock and begin passing the 
Mayflower at the tail of the horseshoe in 
Chesapeake bay one hour later. 

„The weather was perfect off the coast to- 
day and the battleships during their breath- 
ing spell on the drill grounds were polished 
and painted afresh for the review tomorrow 
which will go down in history as one of the 
most notable in the anfials of the American 
navy. 


Twenty Battleships in Line. 


Never before has the president personally 


visited so many of the ships as he Plans to- 
morrow. The review also will be notable 
in that it will bring together the greatest 


number of battleships ever assembled under 


the American flag. There will be twenty 
first class battleships in the imposing col- 
umn, two more than at the review in San 
Francisco harbor last May. Altogether there 
will be a total of thirty ships, the strongest 
fleet ever brought togethér under the Stars 
and Stripes. F 

In anticipation of tomorrow's pageant the 
waters off here tonight were Alled with bril- 
liantly lighted yachts and many classes of 
government vessels. All water lanes seem 
to be leading to Hampton Roads. 

Word was received that the president and 
his party on board the Mayflower are well 
on their way down thé Potomac. The Dol- 
phin is en route from Washington with the 
members of the house and senate na val com- 
mittees on board. A spécially chartered 
steamer is bringing another party of more 
than 100-members of congress, 

From Baltimore, Richmond, and New York 
veritable fleets of excursion boats are mak- 
ing their way to the reviewing grounds and 
tomorrow will find the roads filled as seldom 
before with a wélcoming host of all manner 
of floating craft. 


Start of Presidential Party. 

Amid the plaudits of the assembled throng 
which had gathered at the navy yard to wit- 
ness hig departure in Washington, President 
Roosevelt and party a the U, & A May- 
flower sailed shortly before dusk for Hamp- 
ton Roads. 

The Mayflower proceeded down the Poto- 
mac river at moderate speed to its anchor- 
age off the tail of the horseshoe in Hamp- 
ton Roads, which ta the same spot where 
the president said “ good-by to the fleet 
on its voyage aroupd the world.

Line of Ships Seven Miles Long. 

The plan of the review briefly is as fol- 
lows: The Mayflower with the president 
and his party on beard will arrive at the 
tall of the horseshoe in Chesapeake. bay 
about eight miles east of the Old Point pier 
and about equal distance from the gateway 
of the capes at 9 o’clock. 

The Mayflower will de in approximately 
the same position it took up fourteen months 
ago, when the fleet yentured forth on the 
cruise that was to make the American navy 
familiar and famous in the ports of the 
world. 

The Connecticut. leading the single column 
of battleships and escorting cruisers, will 
point the way in the capes at 10 o'clock 
and will pass the Mayflower promptly at 11 
5 8 of ships, It is now estimated, will 
be a little more than seven miles long and 
will be one hour in passing. The battie- 
ships will proceed slowly to the anchorage 
grounds running west from the Old Point 
pier, ahd the Mayflower, picking up its 
anchors, will follow the last of the war ves- 
sels into the Roads. The president's yacht 
will take a position in the center of the fleet 
and at 2 o'clock. the flag and commanding 
officers will be received on board by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

Later the president, accompanied by the 
commander in chief of the fleet, will. go 
aboard the Connecticut, Louisiana, Georgia, 
and Wisconsin, the divisional flagshipe, to ad- 
dress the men. Returning to the Mayflower 
at the conclusion of these visifs, the presi- 
dent will return at once to Washington, ar- 
riving there early Tuesday morning.

Moreover, the congress provided no 
substitute whatever. for the secret service, 
In ‘consequence, the department of justice 
was obliged to develep as speedily as possible 
its corps of special detectives to take the 
place of the secret service agents wich it 
had previously used; and the nucleus of this 
force was made up of officers formerly con- 
nected with the secret service and trained in 
its methods. 

“Tt call your especial attention to the fact 
that if the department of justice had not 
taken this action there would have been a 
complete failure to enforce the law against 
many types of criminals; and as it was, in the 
early monthe of the present fiscal year, dur- 


| ing the Morse prosecution in New Tork. and 


in connection with certain other important 
cases, serious inconvenience and anxiety 
were caused to the prosecuting officers by 
this action of congress. 


Prompt Action Stops Danger. 


„ call your attention to the further fact 
that the department of justice never had 
taken any steps to organize this force so long 
as it could get men detailed to it from the 
secret service. In other words, the action of 
the congress would have caused the grossest 
miscarriage of justice had it not been in large 
part nullified by the prompt action of the 
partment of justice. 

* Your committee in its report states that 
it has never. been the intention of the con- 
gress to build up a spy system. The next 
sentence, however, advocates the building 
up of precisely this spy system in the de- 
eo ge mary of justice. Not only have I again 

nd again requested the secret service be 

— under the department of justice, but 
the chief of the secret service has specifically 
requested that the same course be followed. 

But in your report. and the subsequent 
debate, direct and indirect attacks are made 
upon the secret service, with a curious per- 
sistency, and a curious indifference to the 
fact that your committee recommends that 
a preeisely similar secret service to the one 
attacked be now established in the depart- 
ment of justice; and be it observed that no 
limitation is proposed for the new secret 
service; so that the limitation is only im- 
posed upon the secret service which has al- 
ready shown its efficiency and has already 
becomie an object of terror to criminals. 


Figures Disprove One Claim. 

“Senator Hemenway states that there 
are more than 3.000 men now in the secret 
service and inspection work of the govern- 
ment.’ and that in the last few years the num- 
ber has trebled; and that if they were to 
march through the streets of Washington 
they would make an ‘army,’ while it was 
also stated in the same debate that at the 
close of President McKinley's admin istra- 
tion there were only ‘167’ such men on the 
pay roll, whereas it was alleged that we now 
have over 3,000, and that the appropriations 
on that account for last year amounted to 
about 

These statements are not in accordance 
with the facts. I submit to you herewith a 

ntlaly, although not entirely, Accurate 
statement of the number of men employed 
on “gecret service work’ or ‘ criminal in- 
vestigation work’ during the year that has 
just passed, as compared. with the years 
1901-02. According to these figures it ap- 
pears that in the neighborhood of 1,200 mer. 
of this type were employed seven years ago, 
and over 1,900 now; that 18. instead of hav- 
ing tredbled in number, in accordance with 
one of the statements made above. instead of 
having increased nearly twentyfold, in ac- 
cordance with the other statement, they have 
increased but a little over one-half. a little 
over 50 per cent.

“Reviews Work on Land Frauds. 


* „The facts in reference to the detection 
and suppression of the land frauds and the 


punishment of criminals engaged in them, 


have been made public again and again; but 
| in view of the report of your committee, it 


is as well to refer to them once more. See- 
retary Hitchcock became convinced there 
were widespread frauds in his d ment, 
and that his own force was unable to deal 
with them. Through the department of 
justice he had a number of secret. service 


Operatives assigned to work on the interior 


department cases. together with one secret 
service operative; who was aseigned direct to 
the interior department. 
Mr. Hemenway peaks as if the attorney 
general and the secretary of the interior had 
not known of such assignments. Ad a matter 
of fact every such agsignment* was made 
on the written request of the head of the 
department. The first result of the work in 
question was to find that various depart- 
mental officials had failed in their duty; and 
some of them were accordingly dismissed. 
The results of the assignment of the se- 
cret service men, taken, of course, in connec- 
tion with the activity of the representatives 
of the department of justice itself and the 
activity of the reorganized force of special 
agents from the interior department, are 
found in the conviction of many ‘defendants. 
„ Before the secret service was used in the 
interior department as I have outlined, the 
prosecutions for land frauds were insignifi- 
cant in their results. At that time there was 
no effective desire shown to limit the use 
of the secret service. Then the secret agents | 
were used in connection with those land | 
frauds; and they secured the prosecution 
and conviction of many men, influential be- 
cause of their wealth or their social or politi- 


‘cai prominence. Forthwith there began that 


active agitation against the use of the secret 
service which continued until the action of 
the congress last spring.“ 


CONGRESS HONORS ITS DEAD; 
TRIBUTE IS PAID TO THREE. 


Allison, Latimer, and Wiley Are Re- 
membered by Men with Whom They 
Served the Nation. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 21.—Senators Wil- 
Ham Boyd Allison of Iowa and Asbury 
Churchwell Latimer of South Carolina, and 
Representative Ariosto Wiley, who died re- 
cently, were eulogised in a special session of 
the house of representatives today. There 
were thirty-three speakers. The most inter- 
esting of the eulogies were those on Senator 
Allison, the father of the senate.” 

High tribute was paid to Senator Allison 
both as a soldier and as a legislator. It was 
said it was doubtful if the nation during his 
time had produced his superior. Representa- 
tive Dawson of Iowa, who, for six years, was 
private secretary to Senator Allison, related 
many inside facts concerning his public 
career. 

Senator Allison,” he said, “‘ bore a more 
influential part than any other man in all the 
financial legislation from the establishment 
of the national banking gystem in 1864 on- 
ward to the resumption act of 1875, the coin- 
age act of 1878, down to the gold standard act 
of 1900, and yet, bécause of his unwillingness 
in life to claim the credit which was right- 
fully his due, his name is pophlarly linked 
with only one of these great fiscal measures, 
the Bland-Allison act of 1878.“

Tou are going to Washington for the 
inauguration, of course,” was suggested to 
Mr. Dickinson.

Mr. Dickinson declined to discuss for pub-

I-cannot talk about 
that at all,“ said Mr. Dickinson. 

The gist of Mr. Dickinson's remarks ap- 
pears to be that he has been offered and has 
accepted the post of secretary of war itt the 
Taft cabinet. Such is the impression in Cin- 
cinnati, in Washington, andin Chicago. The 
official announcement from Mr. T@ft is an- 
ticipated at any moment. 


Leaders Object to MacVeagh. 

Chicago details Concerning the ‘probability 
of Franklin MacVeagh as the next secretary 
of the treasury were not so definite as in the 
case of Mr. Dickinson and the war portfolio. 
It is confidently believed within the inner 
political circles that the place has been of- 
fered to Mr. MacVeagh and that negotia- 
tions between Mr. Taft and himself have 
not been concluded. 

A rumor, which lacks considerable of con- 
firmation, has it that cértain Chicago Re- 
publican political leaders are not all all sat- 
isfied with Mr. MacVeagh as a representa- 
tive of the city and state in the Taft cabinet. 
Thetr objection. it is understood, is not di- 
rected against Mr. MacVeagh personally in 
any manner. Politics. pure and simple, forms 
the basis of the alleged cbjections, which 
are reported to have been communicated di- 
rectly to Mr. Taft. 

It is declared that the position of such ob- 
jectors as there may be is that the organiza- 
tion, county and state, should have been con- 
sulted before an Illinoisan was chosen for 
cabinet honors, and that in any event a 
dyed in the wool Republican easily could 
have been found who would have answered 
Mr. Taft's requirements for a treasury chief. 
This objection, of course. is aimed at the 
known Democracy of Mr. MacVeagh, prior 
to the 1896 campaign. 

In rebuttal to this suggestion, Chicago 
men who are not influential members of the 
Republican organization, commented sharp- 
ly that itis Mr. Taft's business, and his alone 
who shall sit with him in directing the na- 
tion's affairs, and that particularly it is none 
of the business of a political organization 


to dictate to a president elect whom he shall 


have for a position p personal to him as a 
member of his own cabinet. 


Chicago to Move on Capital. 

Chicago will move toward Washington, be- 
ginning about the middle of the week. A half 
‘dozen large parties are being formed to make 
the trip, traveling by special trains. The 
official party. consisting of Gov. Deneen, his 
military staff and the Illinois state officers, 
will have a train of its own. The Hamilton 
club already has announced a special train 
which goes over the Baltimore and Ohio, de- 
parting from Chicago at 5o’clock p. m.

It may be 
stated that thie fact is not a mere coinci- 
dence, but has been carefully planned by the 
incoming president and bears an important 
relation to what he believes to be the impor- 
tant work of his administration. 


Legal Skill as Reform Aid. 

Constitutional legal restrictions on cor- 
porate abuses are the accomplishments he 
will strive for. The extreme difficulties of 
first framing such measures and then of se- 
curing their enactment have confronted Mr. 
Taft with great force. To meet them with 
success he believes will require the combined 
legal skill of the ablest minds he can bring 
to the task. 

In assembling his legal cabinet the presi- 
dent elect has not lost sight of the necessity 
of obtaining men whose beliefs on the ques- 
tions to be dealt with coincide with his own. 
Mr. Taft's position has been clearly em- 
‘bodied in his inaugural address, and this 
document is known to have received the 
rearty approval of all the men selected to be 
Mr. Taft's cabinet advisers. 

It requires little imagination, therefore, to 
picture Mr. Taft’s expectancy to be that 
when a reform recommendation shall be 
made to congress it will first have had care- 
ful weighing as to its necessity and effi- 
ciency, the greatest care in its preparation 
with a view to exact justice, and so possess a 
technical legal correctness which will ineure 
its efficacy before the courts. Such meas- 
ures, it is believed, will not only commend 
themselves for their intrinsic merit to the 
national legislators but may also be ex- 
pected to have behind them the weight of 
popular approval. \ 


When Wickersham Was Chosen. 

It became known tonight for the first time 
that George W. Wickersham saw President 
Elect Taft at the C. P. Taft residence in Cin- 
cinnati last Sunday. This visit was without 
doubt the occasion of the offer and accept- 
ance of the attorney generalship, and makes 
three such transactions which took place in 
the C. P. Taft residence last week, Mr. Nagel 
and Mr. Dickinson being the other two.

FAMILY HUNTS A LOST WIPE 


Grand Jury Inquiry Demanded 
Into Oregon Mystery. 


SECRET KEPT FIVE MONTHS. 


| Chicagoan’s Relatives Here Lean 
Toward Murder Theory. 


Suspicious circumstances surrounding the 
disappearance of Mrs. Emma Yocubets, 40 
years old, a former resident of Chicago, 
from her recent home at Crabtree, Ore., have 
caused her friends here to demand a grand 
jury investigation. It ts belieyed such ac- 
‘tion will be taken today. 


The mils woman's. mother, Mrs. Jacob 
Caldwell, 4121 Lake avenue, and other rela- 
tives lean toward the murder theory, though 
they suspect no particular 

Yocubets’ neighbors, however, have written 
to the distracted mother that Anton Yocu- 
bets, who raises grain and Angora goats 
on his 100 acres, should explain his wife's 
actions and habits before the grand jury 
at Albany, the capital of Linn county. 

The woman has been missing nearly five 
months. She was gone seventeen days be- 
fore her husband informed her mother. 

Mrs. Caldwell states that letters from her 
daughter indicated she was discontented and 
that there was occasional! strife among Mrs 
Yocubets, her husband, and his young sons 
by a former marriage, Amos and Elmer. 

Mrs. Yocubets’ first husband, Richard 
Pierce, and her father, Jacob Caldwell, were 
killed side by side in a Leadville, Colo., mine 
four years ago through the premature ex- 
plosion of a charge of dynamite. Two years 
ago a cousin of her first husband, married 
to a sister of Yocubets; wrote to Mrs. Yocu- 
bets. that he had a geod husband for her.

Great Teacher Has a Remedy. 

‘IT would favor a competent musical com- 
mission in New York, which shall hear all 
pupils contemplating coming abroad to study, 
and refuse to, grant certificates if applicants 
prove deficient in training or voice. 

“Much un ness and waste of money 
would be avoided in that way. Such a com- 

mission could recommend a proper teacher. 

“ Above all, if American girls wish to suc- 
céed they must obey and work hard and in- 
telligently until the teacher tells them they 
are ready to pursue their way alone. 

I studied four long years with the great 
Garcia and did just as he told me. When he 
said. ‘Now vou are ready,’ I was an artist.
